PHILADELPHIA, May 21. — The 
American Neurological Association, 
holding its thirty-fourth annual meeting 
at the College of Physicians, was told 
by Dr. Charles K. Mills and Dr. Charles 
H. Frazier of the University of Penn- 
sylvania of a strange case of a wom- 
an, whose enthusiasm for football be- 
came an actual mania. 

She finally became irresponsible at 
one of the games. When operated upon 
she was found to have a cyst in her 
brain three inches in diameter. 

“She couldn’t get enough of football,” 
said Dr. Mills. “‘She attended games 
here; then she went to New York for 
more. She went to the Harvard-Indian 
game in Boston, and rushed back here 
again for the’ Army and Navy game. 
Every time she went, however, ‘she 
would become very nauseated and diz- 
zy.” After her operation her recovery 
was rapid and virtuaMy complete. 


Suffragettes Jeer 


Asquith; 6 in Cells 


LONDON, May) 21.—Downing street 
was the scene of another outbreak by 
the suffragettes today. For an hour or 
more several hundred of them filed 
around Premier Asquith’s office and up 
and down Downing and the adjacent 
streets. 

The police charged the crowd and 
made use of their clubs. The women 
and their sympathizers jeered and 
fought the police, but not until six 
arrests had been made and many 
rioters clubbed were the police able to 
disperse the crowd. Today's trouble 
arose over Premier Asquith’s refusal 
to make a reply to a petition that was 
sent him. 

The six women taken into custody al! 
went to prison for periods of from one 
week to one month rather than give 
recognizances for their geod behavior.

Both she and young Marsh are taking 
the Pasteur preventive treatment and 
the latter continues in excellent health. 
Physicians at the institute say they 
think neither of the patients are in any 
danger. 

Replying to the suggestion from vari- 
ous gwources that Marsh was really.a 
victim, not of rabies, but of fright and 
nervousness, Dr. Fiske, the specialist 
called in toward the end, points out 
that the patient was not bitten and 
had no idea that he was in danger until 
symptoms of the disease began to ap- 
pear, 

Physicians Are Astunded. 

Marsh's coolness astounded the physi- 
cians. His first thought, after being 
told the nature of the complaint, was 
to send warning to ail the employes at 
his factory who had handled the dog, 
to take the Pasteur treatment imme- 
diately. 

When the doctors of the Pasteur In- 
stitute treated Mr. Marsh last Monday 
they asked him if anyone else had come 
in contact with the dog. He said that his 
son, Ramsey, and Miss Thompson had 
petted the:animal while it was in the 
factery in Robinson street. 

Two Others Get Treatment. 

Miss Thompson and Ramsey Marsh 
went to the Pasteur Institute on Tues- 
day to be treated. Miss Thompson did 
not tell the doctors that the dog had bit- 
ten her, but today she admitted that 
such had been the case. 

“I was about to pat the dog on the 
back one day, when it jumped at my 
face and bit me in the cheek,’ she said. 
“IT guess there is no danger, though.” 

“Did the dog draw blood?’’ she was 
asked. 

“Yes, my face was scratched by its 
teeth,”” she answered, calmly. 

She said that the Pasteur Institute 
doctors had asked her. te undergo a 
complete course of treatment, extending 
over twenty-three consecutive days, but 
that she felt that she could not spare 
the time. 

May Investigate Case. 

The case of the elder Marsh, to whom 
a doctor is said to have administered a 
drug which destroyed his consciousness 
before he died, was brought up last 
night at the May meeting of the Medi- 
co-Legal Society at the Waldorf. 
Clark Bell, the vcteran president of 
the society, told the conditions of the 
case and recommended that a com- 
mittee be appointed to investigate it. 

Mr. Bell said it was a serious question 
how far a docter, even at the request 
of a patient, might take into his own 
hands the power to remove life or 
consciousness. A friend of Mr. Marsh, 
he said, upon reading that he had been 
condemned to die from hydrophobia 
by the doctors who examined him, visit- 
ed Mr. Marsh's house with the belief 
that he could help him. 

Vistted House Before Protest. 

“This gentleman was the follower of 
nc so-called healing cult, but a practi- 
cal business man of scientific training, 
who knew Mr. Marsh through business 
matters, and believed that it was 
thoroughly unneccessary for a strong 
man of his type to die under such 
circumstances or to be centroiued by 
the influence of fear which had. evi- 
dently been injected into his mind, con- 
sciously or unconsciously,” said Mr. 
Bell,

Husbands Brought Back. 


A young woman, a bride of a month, 
recently appeared before Mr. Mayer and 
besought his aid in obtaining a divorce. 
Her husband, she declared, had desert- 
ed her a few days after their marriage. 

Mayer asked husband and wife to at- 
tend one of the sessions of the court. 
When the husband arrived. he was giv- 
cn some kindly but firm advice, and 
when he seemed a bit softened towara 
his wife, was led into an adjoining room, 
the door of which was closed after him. 
To their surprise, the dissonant pair 
found themselves alone together in the 
hours, they reap- 
peared, arm in arm, their faces braming 
with the reconciliation. They have lived 
happily together since. 

A fragile, dark little woman, bowed 
with work and the burden of a young 
chil@ which she carried, begged Mr. 
Mayer Tuesday night to restore her hus- 
band, who, she said, had abandoned her. 
Alternately sobbing and blazing in an- 
ger, she told of her heart-breaking 
struggles to earn bread for her baby. 

‘Your husband will return for you to- 
morrow,” said the ‘judge’’ confidently. 
‘IT know his employer, and if he doesn’t 
make-ainends to you for his neglect he 
will lose his job, and never get another 
in St. Louis. ’’ The woman wept again 
with gratitude, and left comforted. 


“Docked,” Find Relief. 


Two men, with the tattered garb and 
the hopeless, dreary countenances of 
sweatshop laborers, begged for redress 
thei: employers, who had 
“Gocked’’ them, they said, unjustly, in 
the sums cf $35 and $17 respectively, im- 
iwense amounts to them. 

“If your claims are good, you will get 
your money,’ said Mayer. ‘‘{ wiil my- 
self see your employers, and if tnev do 
not pay you, I will sue them in the jus- 
tice courts.”’ 

But not all applicants for aid re- 
ceive the comfort they seek. A work- 
ingman requested advice as to how he 
could evade testifying in a suit against 
a frienu in case he were subpenaed to 
the trial. He was not only refused 
counsel, but was gently rebuked for 
seeking to escape his duty as a citizen. 
“I know no way,” said Mayer, ‘and 
if I did I wouldn't tell you.’ 

A couple who had been separated for 
some time kissed and made up Tuesday 
night, after each had poured out a tale 
of .woe and received a kindly lecture 
from the “‘judge.’’ 

New State Court Urged. 

As an outcome of the experiences in 
the Court o. Tears, there are hopes 
among the managers of the Alliance for 


the establishment by the Legislature of 
a formal Court of Domestic Relations, 
to deal exclusively, in a judicial ca- 
pacity, with family troubles. Such a 
tribunal would stand in the same re- 
lation to desertion and such offenses 
as the Juvenile Court does to youthfu! 
wrongdoers. 

“We keep up a number of costly 
courts for the enforcement of civil 
rights,’’ said Mr. Seaman, “‘and spend 
tens of thousands to compel the pay- 
ment of a money debt or send a culprit 
to prison. But where is the public tri- 
bunal whose duty it is to look out 
for the welfare of the family, to prop 
the re walls of the home, and 
restoré it, if possible, to the functions 
which God intended it to perform in 
and for human society?”

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WIDOW MEtTS 
MAN AT NIGHT: 
DEAD IN POND 


Former Sweetheart of Rich 
Wisconsin Woman Held 
After Body Is Found.

NEW LONDON, Wis., May 21.—Rela- 
tives today advanced the theory that 
Mrs. Carrie Shaw, a wealthy young 
widow of Hortonville, whose body was 
found in the mill pond at that place 
yesterday, committed suicide. Despon- 
dency over family troubles is given 
as the cause. The relatives of the 
young woman have been quoted ag say- 
ing that for some time she had been 
in an unsettled mental condition and 
several times had threatened to take 
her life. ; 

Charles Abrams, alleged to have been 
Mrs. Shaw’s sweetheart, has been ar- 
rested and will be held pending an 
investigation. He denies knowing any- 
thing about the woman’s death. The 
dead woman was nearly nude and her 
clothing was found near the pond. 

Mrs. Shaw and Abrams were seen to- 
gether as late as 9 o'clock on the night 
before the body was found. 

When asked what he knew of the 
widow’s whereabouts Abrams replied: 
“It is none of your business where she 
is.’’ 

It was learned that Mrs. Shaw and 
Abrams had been estranged for some 
days, and it was said that Abrams 
called upon her Tuesday night in an 
effort to effect a reconciliation. 

Later Abrams gave a statement 
which he said: 

“My mother and Mrs. Shaw’s mother 
were great friends and I had known 
Mrs. Shaw nearly gall my life, although 
I had not seen her since November un- 
til I met her Tuesday in Hortonville. 

“Yesterday I went to Hortonville on 
business. About 3:45 o'clock I was leav- 
ing the livery stable near the Arlington 
Hotel and met Mrs. Shaw. She told me 
that she had something to tell me. 

Admits He Was With Her. 

“We met another girl later in the 
evening. 

“About 8:30 o’clock I called up Mrs. 
Shaw and asked her if I could see her. 
She said that she would be ready in a 
few minutes. I then met her and we 
walked awhile and talked about vari- 
ous things. I asked to meet her, as I 
wanted to know what it was she had 
to tell me. 

‘‘My mother died about two weeks ago 
and Mrs. Shaw talked to me about it. 
She expressed her sympathy several 
times. She talked of going West and 
finally we walked toward the depot, 
when a freight train came in. 

“This was about 9:39 o’clock, and a 
couple of minutes later Mrs. Shaw 
said that she guessed she would go 
uptown again. This was the last I saw 
of her.’’

vention Say Dr. Reed, Per- 
haps, Was Too Radical.

Women who took part .m’' the three 
days’ convention of the. Episcopal 
Church of the Diocese of ..Missouri, 
which ended Thursday, have found 
much food for thought. i ‘the address 
of the Rev. B. E. Reed, who told them 
that Americans are “making Mormon- 
ism a common thing and are tintroduc- 
ing Afi. an customs into domestic life.” 

Few of the women. members of the 
church 1n attendance at the ‘dénvention 
agree with all that Dr, Reed said in 
this striking paragraph of his opening 
sermon: 

“The courts all over the country show 
that married life is regarded only as a 
temporary arrangement,or a business 
transaction—an exchange of gold for 
tile and title for gold. What adds to 
the odiousness of the transaction is that 
the barter is openly made like a cattle 
trade.”’ 

Marriages Called Happy. 

Many of the women delegates said 
that they believed the statements of Dr. 
Reed were yoo broad and expressed their 
belief that divorce suits and marriages 
for title are merely the exceptions which 
prove the rule that’ most “American 
marriages are happy. All acknowledged, 
though, that there was more than a 
grain of truth in Dr. Reed’s remarks. 

“Dr. Reed is a little too radical in his 
views,” said Mrs. Ewing White. 

“I think Dr. Reed is nearly correct,”’ 
said Mrs. Henry Starmley. “Divorce is 
one of the greatest evils of the present 
day and it is evident that. marriage 
really is becoming pretty much of a 
business proposition.”’ 

“I think all Episcopalians drift in the 
Same direction and that he was very 
near the truth,” said Mrs. H.'S. O’Ban- 
non. “Marriage is a holy sacrament, 
not merely a civil contract.’ 

“I can’t say that I agree with Dr. 
Reed,”’ said Mrs. Ernest M. Hubbard, 
“but I don’t think that I had better 
express my opinion. It might be en- 
Urely too strong.” . 


“The haste ef young persons to rush 
into matrimony is the cause of. many 
divorces,” said Mrs. J. A. Specht. * 
know nothing about what Dr. Reed calls 


j the commercial side of marriage.” 


Women Outnumber Men. 

Women greatly outnumbered the men 
in the convention, and it is said that if 
Dr. Reed’s views on matrimony had 
been put to a vote the result would have 
been a mild indorsement, with the res- 
ervation that possibly he had been a 
trifle too radica]’in expressing his opin- 
ions. It is well known to his fellow- 
ministers that. divorce evils and title 
hunting are among jhis pet aversions. 

Besides taking part in the deliberations 


of the canvention, the women In at- 
tendance have shown great energy in 
making the out-of-town delegates , feel 
at home.

It labors while 
you slumber, and the worst of it is that 
it’s so small you can’t see it without 
a microscope. It’s about the size of the 
Cardinals’ percentage in the ‘How They 
Stand” column. 

Ohio Man Discovers It. 

Dr. John D. O’Brien is authority for 
the statement that paresis is the result 
of the life work of a busy little ba- 
cillus. He is a staff physician at the 
State Hospital at Massillon, O., and so 
far as the statistics on disease go, he 
is the only man now drawing his breath 
who ever made the acquaintance of 
paresis and retained sufficient. men- 
tality to tell about it. 

Up to the time he looked at it under 
a microscope, people who didn't have pa- 
resis thought it couldn’t be cured, and 
people who had it proved that it 
couldn’t be. But Dr. O’Brien says he 
can make that particular germ look as 
if it had answered a Laporte matri- 
monial advertisement and gone there 
with the cash. 

Dr. O’Brien not only-has discovered 
the paresis germs, but he has adopted 
several of them’ and is trying to raise 
them up to be well-behaved, upright, 
representative germs. When they are 
strong enough to go to work, he will 
give them a job helping, instead of 
harrassing, humanity. If Dr. O’Brien is 
as good a pinch hitter as was the dis- 
coverer of the smallpox germ, he soon 
will be producing a serum that will 
make every paresis bacillus in the coun- 
try write its will. 


Germs itn Your Head. 
Dr. O’Brien admits that he has ac- 


cepted a large order. Paresis germs 
are as numerous as love letters in the 
Tom Snell case. If you have diphtheria 
or tuberculosis, you have germs; if you 
have money, you have more germs; but 
if you have paresis, you the most 
germs, and you have them in the head. 
Heretofore, when they got there, they 
stayed. Now they must come out and 
live, like a candidate, in the white light 
of publicity. 

The discoverer does not believe that 
it would be bacteriological etiquette to 
publish the names of the crazy people 
he has cured, but he says the germs 
were working on a Washington newspa- 
per man—not Henry Reuterdahl—and a 
prominent Tennessee civil engineer, and 
he declares he cured both. As a result, 
he says, he is besieged by letters from 
paretics who want to be separated from 
their germs. 

Among the first of them, according 
to unofficial information, was the de- 
signer of the merry widow hat. Then 
came the optimists who voted for the 
free bridge, believing it would be built. 
They were followed by the baseball 
manager who figured that Niles wasn't 
@ batter, accompanied by the fellow 
magnate who listed Jimmy Williams 
and Hobe Ferris as dead ones. 

An apparently hopeless case was that 
of the man who tried to get a grade 
crossing bill through the House of Del- 
egates. He was recommended to Dr. 
O’Brien by a friend, who believed it 
Was possible to obtain the appointment 
of a commission to investigate the St. 
Louls public service corporations’ rates. 
This man is only partially cured. 

“The germ theory is always a good 
one,” said a St. Lovis physician, dis- 
cussing Dr. O'Brien's discoveries. ‘‘Pa- 
resis and paranoia are considered prac- 
tically incurable mental diseases. Pa- 
resis is a dissolution—a disintegration— 
of the brain tissues. Paranoia isa mal- 
ady which involves no destruction of 
those tissues. Both may be caused by a 
germ. I don’t know.

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PERKINS ENDS 
HIS TESTIMONY

Commissioner ° Rombauer to 
Send Transcript to United

The taking of testimony in the suit of 
the Federal Government to dissolve the 
merger of the two St. Louis bridge 
companies was concluded Thursday 
when the Special Commissioner excused 
Albert T. Perkins, expert of Mayor 
Wells’ bridge and terminals commission. 

Perkins has been on the stand inter- 
inittently for the past five weeks. 

Judge Rombauer told a gost-Dispatch 
reporter that he will forward a tran- 
script of the testimony to the judges 
of the United States Circuit 
soon as it is completed by the addition 
of a few figures in regard to freight 
rates that Mr. Perkins has promised to 
furnish. 


Telis About Coal Rates, 
Mr. Perkins’ testimony Thursday had 


reference to the complicated system of 
coal rates in vogue between St. Louis 
and near Illinois points. He said the 
rates between East St. Louis and the 
Illinois coal mines were not fixed ar- 
bitrarily by the railroads, but were 
placed at the lowest figures made by 
the tariff of the Illinois Coal Commis- 
sioners. ; 

Mr. Perkins was questioned Thursday 
along the same lines he was interro- 
gated Wednesday afternoon. Attorney 
Crow tried to make him admit that 
when the Terminal Association removed 
the bridgg arbitrary, its component 
roads’ increased their freight rates to 
East St. Louis sufficiently to equalize 
matters from their standpoint. 

Denies There Was Increase. 

In explaining his replies to this ques- 
tion, hurled at him in a hundred dif- 
ferent forms, Mr. Perkins said Thurs- 
day: 

“T said that the railroads did not in- 
crease their freight rates when the 
arbitrary was absorbed. There was a 
slight Increase in freight rates made by 
some of the Eastern roads in refiguring 
their rates to St. Louis, but the total in- 
crease did not amount to 5 per cent 
of the amount absorbed. 

“I estimate that nearly $2,900,000 of 
charges was absorbed in one year by the 
transportation agencies in East 5t. 
Louis. Ky that I mean the railroads, 
bridges, ferries, etc. 

“The amount additional paid for 
freight in and out of St. Louis by the 
increases brought on by the refiguring 
of the Eastern roads did not amount to 
5 per cent of that amount." 

Arbitrary Profit $2,000,000. 

On the stand Wednesday afternoon 
Perkins admitted that the Terminal 
profited $2,000,000 a year from the bridge 
arbitrary while it was in full force. Since 
it has been removed within a radius of 
100 miles on all commodities except hay 
and again, the Terminal still makes a 
fair profit oa its bridge properties, Per. 
kins admitted. 

Perkins also admitted that since the 
arbitrary was abolished the freight 
rates have been increased on commodi- 
ties through St. Louis from the South-

were shown. Nelson always claimed 
that he did not foul Gans. A close ex- 
amination of the films of the pictures 
of the fight made it appear as though 
the punch that was declared to be foul 
landed right on Gans’ belt.

The men fought for $33,500 and the 
coming bout between the pair is also 
bound to draw well. Nelson, by some, 
is contended to have gone back and 
is anything but the strong fighter he 
once was. On the contrary his friends 
contend that he was never a good short 
distance fighter, or even a 20-round man, 
but that in a 46-round or finish fight 
that he is at his best.
